CONCESSIONARY BUS PASSES 


Any Bar Hill resident of retirement age who can produce a pension 
book or other proof is entitled to a concessionary bus pass, free 
of charge. This scheme is financed by. the Parish Council and 
-operated on its behalf by Miss Lyn Moss of 7 Hanover Close (tel. 
81341). Miss Moss issues epplicantis with a cheque for £5.50, the 
current cost:of the concessionary pass, which can then be taken 

to the District Council offices in Tenison Road, Cambridge, where 
the pass itself will be issucd. It is emphasised that to take 
advantage of the Parish Council'#-schemc, applicants must obtain 
a cheque from Miss Moss before going to the District Council 
offices. It would be appreciated if applicants would pleasc 
telephone Miss Moss on Crafts Hill 81341 to arrange 2 mutually 
convenient time for collecting their cheques.

Since the opening of the Grafton Centre alterations have been
